outstanding features of the July 
I report of the state-federal crop 
reporting service for Illinois, made 
public today by A. J. Surratt, ag­ 
ricultural statistician. 
Tho June drought, erratic heat, 
insects and rust caused crops to 
show 
varrying 
deterioration. 
There was little change in the 
favorable condition of hay and 
tree fruit and prospects of mod­ 
erate losses in wheat and rye with 
a marked s!u*rj,p in the condition 
of spring sown small grains, po­ 
tatoes, pasture, berry fruits and 
garden crops. 
Moderate temper­ 
ature and rains relieved the con­ 
dition of green crops. 
Torn acreage is estimated at 
s.999.OOO scree and there are in­ 
dications of a 303,966,000 bushel 
yield- The late planting handi­ 
cap and the drought accounts for 
the estimated yield being 84 per 
cent, one point 
below 
average. 
Winter wheat and rye ripened too 
rapidly. 
Rust and chinch bugs 
placed a part in the central and 
southern areas. 
Harvest is prac­ 
tically completed there. 
Spring sown grains 
show 
a 
sharp stump and the outlook is 
below 
average. 
The 
weather, 
chinch bugs and rust contributed 
to the damage. 
Oats was most 
severely hit in the southern half. 
The state condition is estimated 
at 63 per cent. 
The hay harvest is generally 
completed and yields and unusu­ 
ally. 
The condition is reported at 
9 4 per cent against an average of 
3 2 per cent. 
Clover and alfalfa 
crops are near normal with timo­ 
thy less.
